Her award winning 
idea combined a spatula and tweezers 
into one tool for use on the operation 
which forms Tantalum pellets. Her 
total award for the idea amounted to 
$180.00. 

A $75.00 award was made to 
Ernest Blondin of Tantalum Forma¬ 
tion for his suggestion to reuse certain 
of the side shields that are normally 
replaced in the brew sintering fur¬ 
naces. Alexander Borella of the Mach¬ 
ine Shop received a $75.00 award for 
his suggestion to reuse large size 
shafts by grinding them down for the 
Tab Machine in the Formation De¬

Late in July the Sprague Electric 
Company was awarded a contract by 
the Electric Boat Division of General 
Dynamics Corp., New London, Conn¬ 
ecticut, to assist in the solution of 
radio and radar interference problems 
associated with the electrical drive 
system for the “Big Ear”, the largest 
permanently installed movable object 
ever built. 

The “Big Ear” is the new 600-foot 
diameter radio-telescope which is now 
being erected at Sugar Grove, West 
Virginia. This radio-telescope will 
be the most sensitive antenna ever 
constructed. Consequently spurious 
signals emanating from electrical 
equipment which turns the antenna 
and controls it and from all other 
electrical / electronic equipment in 
nearby areas must be controlled to 
the lowest levels ever specified. 

Award of the contract was made to 


the Company on the basis of the ex¬ 
tensive radio frequency interference 
control experience of the Sprague 
systems engineering group in the 
area of prediction and suppression of 
radio interference during design stages 
of electrical equipment. The ap¬ 
proach worked out by Sprague Elec¬ 
tric in this connection on a mathe¬ 
matical and engineering basis will be 
relied upon to make certain that 
operational equipment will not inter¬ 
fere with the reception of extremely 
weak signals from outer space. 

The special engineering and mathe¬ 
matical analysis will be done in the 
North Adams Interference Control 
Field Service Laboratories, headed by 
Frank Garlington, with overall re¬ 
sponsibility for the program under 
ICFS Department Manager, Fred¬ 
erick S. Scarborough.

"Seed Corn” 


New products. . .new plants. . .new ideas. . new services. . new jobs. These 
all could contribute to the economic growth and progress that could benefit 
virtually everyone. But they cost money in the form of new investment, and 
where is this money to come from? Partly from “ SEED-CORN ” 

“Seed corn” can be described as the retained business earnings that are plow¬ 
ed back by a company for expansion purposes, and such earnings play a vital 
role in economic growth. 

Few outside the business community are aware that retained business earn¬ 
ings and internally generated cash flows supply a good portion of the risk 
capital necessary for real growth; few realize that the source of this “seed corn” 

profits — have lagged appreciably behind other segments of the economy in 
the past decade. 

Statistics show how profits compared with other economic indices from 1950 
to 1960: The Gross National Product rose from $284 billion in 1950 to $503 
billion in I960. Even when the inflationary factor is taken into consideration, 
this represents a boost of more than 30 per cent. 

Compensation to individuals went from $154 billion in 1950 to $294 billign, 
a true constant dollar boost of about 40 per cent. 

But profits before taxes rose from $40 billion in 1950 to only $44.3 billion 
in 1960. When the figures are adjusted to compensate for inflation, the ap¬ 
parent increase becomes actually a loss of about 19 per cent. Thus the very 
thing that is necessary to make our economy grow and grow is often being 
stifled. Retained business earnings for the purchase of new equipment must be 
encouraged to promote economic growth vital to our Nation’s progress.

wife now accounts for over half of all 
women workers? The striking thing is 
that this proportion of married women 
in the female labor force is of such 
recent vintage. Before World War 
11, wives constituted only about 30 
percent of all women workers. 

The chief reason for the big increase 
in the percentage of married women 
workers, according to government 
studies, is economic. In some cases, 
as always, a wife has to work to sup¬ 
port or help support the family: her 
husband may be disabled, for ex¬ 
ample. But in recent years many wives 
have taken jobs to supplement family 
income.

There’s no doubt of the importance 
of the financial contribution the work¬ 
ing wife make to family income. On 
the average, the wife who works on a 
full-time basis contributes more than 
a third— 38 percent, to be exact to 
the total family income. The money 
earned by wives who work only part 
time, or less than half the year, ac¬ 
counts for an average of six percent 
of total family income. 

All told, the median income of 
families where both husband and wife 
are working full-time is 40 percent 
higher than the median income of 
husband-wife families where the wife 
does not work at all. And the full¬ 
time working wife may further bul¬ 
wark the family’s economic security 
if she has group life insurance and 
perhaps shares in a group pension 
plan.

10. Remain on the bench until it is 
your turn to bowl, and then move to 
the approach promptly.

The season of sharpened pencils and 
opened textbooks is upon us again, as 
the nation’s 46,000,000-odd students 
prepare to follow the instruction of the 
nation’s 1,500,000-odd teachers dur¬ 
ing the new school year. There is 
nothing new about the general pat¬ 
tern, in a nation that has been devoted 
from its earliest years to the principle 
that schooling should be available to 
every child in every community, re¬ 
gardless of his family’s economic rank. 

There is not even anything very 
new about the fact that the percentage 
of youngsters who go beyond gram¬ 
mar school to high school, and beyond 
high school to college, has been in¬ 
creasing steadily, so that today 26.4 
percent of our populations are high 
school graduates and another 6.8 per¬ 
cent have gone on to earn college 
diplomas. 

What is new about this season’s 
back-to-school picture is the enlarged 
number of returning students who 
spent four to ten weeks of their alleged 
summer vacation on a kind of ‘bus 
man’s holiday’: going to school. And 
what is also new is that an increasing 
proportion of these students attended 
summer school sessions not because 
they had to but because they wanted 
to. 

CHANGING PICTURE 

Summer school, both public and 
private, have been part of the educa¬ 
tional system in this country for many 
decades. Except for graduate study, 
in general their major function has 
been to provide standard “make-up” 
or “remedial” courses for students 
needing them. But today, professional 
educators say, the summer school 
picture is changing both in breadth 
and depth. More communities than 
ever before are offering summer 
school programs for elementary and 
high school students, and more “en¬ 
richment”, “advanced” and “ac¬ 
celeration” courses are being offered 
to a wider selection of students. 

A major reason for this development 
lies within the overall national effort 
to tighten up American educational 
standards, especially since the first 
Sputnik propelled the world into the 
space age. With the tightening up 
process, it is not suprising that there is 
an increased failure rate in the public 
schools, particularly in the required 
courses given at the high school level. 
The result: there are more “flunkers” 
who need to repeat courses in summer 
school, and more borderline cases 


who need better grades, particularly 
in order to qualify for college. 

There is no formal tabulation of the 
growth in the number of elementary 
and high school summer programs 
and students in recent years. But the 
U. S. Office of Education estimates 
that the number of students may well 
have doubled over the course of the 
past decade. A survey made by 
the National Education Association, 
which is comprised of professional 
educators, estimated that in 1959 a 
record one-half of the urban school 
districts in the U. S. were operating 
summer schools. Many of these were 
planning to enlarge their programs 
and many that had no summer 
sessions that year were planning to 
introduce them. 

NEW LOOK IN CURRICULA 

An important finding in the NEA’s 
1959 survey concerned the changing 
nature of summer school curricula. 
True, many schools still offered only 
the traditional “make-up and re¬ 
medial” courses for the slower student 
or the student with special learning 
problems, at either the grade or high 
school level. On the other hand, 80 
percent of 256 school systems with 
summer programs indicated that “en¬ 
richment”, advanced work for the 
“gifted” and “acceleration” are now 
also of major concern in their pro¬ 
gramming. 

Indicative of this new trend, the 
NEA reports, are some of the specific 
subjects now included in some sum¬ 
mer school programs. In many areas, 
an interested Andy or Alice can spend 
four to ten summer weeks studying 
Russian, Great Books, rapid reading, 
creative writing, dramatics, music or 
art, as well as typing or driver ed¬ 
ucation. In many summer schools 
highly talented students can now 
study advanced mathematics and 
science, often in cooperation not only 
with their regular teachers but also 
with local professional groups in the 
field. 

HOPEFUL OUTLOOK 

All in all, therefore, two things 
seem both clear and encouraging. Jn 
the first place, our educational stand¬ 
ards are adjusting to meet the for¬ 
midable challenges and unprecedent¬ 
ed opportunities of the new era. Sec¬ 
ondly, the summer school concept is 
enlarging to help in the uplift process. 

So if your Andy or Alice talks of 
spending part of next summer in the 
classroom, maybe you should en¬ 
courage the idea.
